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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments were not found 
convincing to overcome the rejections issued In the Final Office Action dated 4/12/05. Applicants argue that the present claim 1 is not 
anticipated by Hisao et al. because Hisao et al. does not disclose bisphenol-based compounds having the following groups -S02 Y. - 
CO-Z which are required by the present claim 1. This argument is not persuasive because the present claim 1 does not require the said 
groups as claim 1 recites the alternative language "or" which precludes the said groups from being required in the claimed molecular 
compounds. Applicants also argue that claims 2 and 4 are not anticipated by Toan et al. because Toan et al. disclose a corresponding 
S02-Y group wherein Y is hydroxyl or OM (M being a metal) and the -S02-Y group recited in the presently claims is never a hydf o yt 
group. This argument is not convincing because Y varible in the -S02-Y group recited in the present claims can in fact be a hydroxy! 
group. Applicants argue that there is not motivation to combine Toan et al. and Klemm el al. to form a 35 USC 103(a) rejection becnu^*- 
Toan et al. relates to ink composition for ink-jet printing and Klemm et al. relates to a medicine dispensing having effects of stopping 
bleeding astringent and sterilization, which does not relate to ink compositions. This argument is not convincing because the T^an a' 
and Klemm et al. reference were only combined to show that the same general compounds taught in both references have boi!^^ --^aii'^g 
and biological properties. The Examiner would like to remind applicants that applicants claims are drawn to compounds and inus no 
patentable weight is given to the properties of said compounds . 
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
